DUFFIELD’S APPOINTMENT THE BONE. 


Harrison's Policy Taking Shape as Adverse 
tothe Carpet Baggers—Colonel Buck 
On Hand Again. 

Wasninoton, April 17.—[{Special.]—It has 
been pretty well understood for some time that 
Henry M. Duffield, of Michigan, would be 
made solicitor-generalof the United States. 
At one time the matter had gone so far, in- 
deed, that Mr. Duffleld’s friends gave it out, 
upon what they said was white house author- 
ity, that the appointment was as certain as 
death. This was telegraphed all over the 
country. It, of course, reached Ohio. Senator 
Sherman was then in Ohio, but now he is in 
Washington, and it is pretty well known that 
the seeming certainty of Duffield’s appoint- 
mont was what brought himhere. He today 
saw the president about it, and strongly pro- 
tested against Duffield being given anything, 


‘especially such an important position as that 


of solicitor-general. If he could be said to get 
hot about anything, Sherman is hot against 
Dufiield. His enmity towards that gentle- 
man was conceived at the same time that he 
tuok on such a large stock of hatred for Rus- 
sell A. Alger, of Michigan. Shortly after the 
republican convention at Chicago, Mr. Sher- 
man openly charged in the public prints that 
Alger had 
BOUGHT OVER TO HIS CANDIDACY 

for the presidential nomination a number of 
delegates from the south, who went to Chicago 
pledged to vote for Sherman. The Ohio sena- 
tor spoke very bitter about Alger’s boodle, 
Now, Duftield was Alger’s lieutenant at Chi- 
cago, and at least has the reputation of being 
the man who dispensed a supply of greenbacks 
which Alger put up, and of which many peo- 
ple, besides southern delegates, got a share. 
Sherman has told the president that Duffield 
was guilty of buying up men who had been 
sent tothe convention to vote for him, and 
asked Mr. Harrison not to recognize Alger’s 
lieutenant. Mr. Sherman has_ repeatedly 
demonstrated that he has a very strong 
hold upon this administration, and will 


‘without much doubt give Duffield a souse in 


the soup. 
PORTER’S APPOINTMENT. 

Although the appointment of Mr. Robert 
HI. Porter to be superintendent of the census 
was expected, it creates a great deal of adverse 
comment. Mr. Porteris considerable of an 
adventurer. He came over to this country 
and went as far westas Rockford, Ill., where, 
knowing something of telegraphy, he secured 
the position as operator at a little office there. 
Through that he became connected in a minor 


capacity with some of the Chicago papers, but 


did not make much headway either as a writer 
orareporter.

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FAULTS OF THE SHIPs. 
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Doubts About the Effiiciency of the 
Yorktown, * 

WasuHincton, Apri! 17,—The recent reports 
of the maneuvers of the British naval fleet 
contain some matter not entirely reassuring 
With respect to some of our new naval vessels, 
In these maneuvers about six vessels of the 
Archer type participated. The result was a 
disagreeable surprise to Sir William Reed, 
chief nayal constructor of the admiralty. 

It was found that the vessels pitched and 
rolled about to such an extent in a moderately 
heavy sea as to render them very poor 
gun platforms—to use a_ technical ex- 
pression—whjch means that the guns 
were s0 unstable thatthey could not be. di- 
rected with any approach to the accuracy of 
fire. They were also very wet ships. These 
defects are supposed to result from the 

EXCESSIVE WEIGHT OF THE ORDNANCE. 

It was recommended that the six inch rifles 
be replaced by five inch guns, and the anchors 
moved further aft. 

The significance of this report to naval offi- 
cers here lies in the fact that the new gunboat 
Yorktown, is patterned after the Archer, and 
Will carry the same calibre and weight of 
ordnance. Failure has also attended the ef- 
fortsof the British constructors to buiid ‘a 
twenty-knot ship, of which the navy de- 
partment here is attempting to build 
two, under direction of an act of congress. 
The “Medea,” which was built fora twenty- 
knot ship, has never exceeded nineteen knots, 
but has developed more than the estimated 
horsepower—an indication to constructors here 
that it is not possible to drive a vessel of that 
length at twenty knots. The British author- 
ities have taken the same view, and will build 
another set of these boats of greater length. 
Other vessels of the same type have failed to 
develop anything like the necessary 93,000 
horsepower, so that the promise of success for 
our boats is not bright.

A LARGE FACTORY DESTROYED. 
A Five Story Building Licked Up By the 
Flames—Narrow Escapes. 

NEw York, April 17.—The big factory at 
Ninth avenue and 124th street took fire at 2 
o’clock this morning. In five minutes after 
the outbreak the whole building was in ttames 
from cellar to roof. Every engine within 
reach was called to the scene, but their work 
was in vain. Inan hour the large building 
was a heap ofruins. Itstood on the north- 
west corner, and covered a lot 50x100. The 
suffalo Door, Sash and Blind company owned 
it, with all the machinery and stock it. con- 
tained in its five stories. The Joss is estimated 
at $100,000. Itis covered by insurance in a 
number of different companies. The New 
York manager of the firm is a Mr. Kendili. It 
is surmised that the fire started in or near the 
boiler rooms. The flames appeared when first 
seen to rage the fiercest in the basement. The 
fire was first observed by the conductor of a 
cable car, who gave the alarm and brought the 
firemen, One hundred telegraph wires on tall 
poles ran along Ninth avenue in front of the 
factory. They withered, curled up and melted 
away inthe heat. On the south side of 124th 
street a row of new buildings was threatened 
and the firemen turned their streams from the 
burning factory upon them until the fiercest 
fury of the blaze was over and the walls haa 
fallen, One of the walls tottered above a lit- 
tle two-story frame house at 10 Manhattan 
street, under the very eaves of the factory, 
and the police drove the tenants out. Eleven 
cows stabled in the rear were rescued. The 
tenants had barely left this house when one of 
the factory walls fell, demolishing one end of 
the house. The night watchman about the 
factory is missing. It is supposed, however, 
that he will turn up today.

As Superintendent of the Census to Be Taken 
Next Year. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The president 
made the following appointments this after- 
noon : 

Robert P. Porter, of New York, to be super- 
intendent of census. 3 

William H. Calkins, of Washington territo- 
ry, to be associate justice of the supreme court 
of the territory of Washington, 

John B. Donnelly, of Louisiana, to be mar- 
shal of the United States for the eastern 
district of Louisiana. 

Robert P. Porter, the new superintendent of 
the census, is an Englishman by birth, but has 
lived injthis country for many years, and isa 
naturalized citizen. He is about forty-five 
years of age, and is best known as an ardent 
advocate of the protective tariff. He was one 
of the chief assistants of Professor Walker, of 
Massachusetts, superintendent of collection of 
the census of 1580. 

Mr. Porter has for years paid a great deal of 
attention to statistics relating to the tariff 
andthe industrial situation, and he had the 
voluntary supportof thirty-four senators as a 
man thoroughly well qualified for the office to 
which he was today appointed. It is under- 
stood here that he will resign the editorship of 
the New York Press, and that C. M. Ham- 
mond, of that Journal, will assume the duties 
that have been performed by Mr. Porter.

fails to come fully up to the obligations of citizen~ 
ship. He escapes a disagreeable service that must 
be performed by some one. There should be no 
exemption trom jury duty, except in cases where 
such service would injuriously aflect the people 
generally, or in other words, where the regular 
business of the man is of more public importance 
than would be his service asa juror. For instance: 
Physicians, millers, locomotive engineers, etc. 

A sugar refinery, accordinpg to the Bain- 
bridge Democrat, isone of the greatest needs of 
Decatur county, Sugar cane would be one of the 
most profitable crops it there wasa convenient man« 
wufactory to refine crude sugars and syrups, Lust 
year the cane crop was wonderful in its yield.

THE TRIAL OF TORE MURRAY, 


for Assault With Intent to Murder R, L 
Reaves. 

ATHENS, Ga., April 17.—[Special.]—The 
superior court room of Clarke county was 
crowded this morning, when the court came 
to order,and Judge Hutchinson called the 
case of the state vs. T. V. Murray, for assuult 
with intent to murder, 

It will be remembered that during the com- 
meéencement exercises of the university in 1887, 
Mr. Tobe Murray became involved in a diffi- 
culty with Mr. R. L. Reaves, and shot him. 
The trial of Mr. Murray has been put off from 
time to time until nearly two years has elapsed 
since the difficulty occurred.

THE STONE MOUNTAIN MURDER. 
Was Neal Thomas the Perpetrator of the 
Pitts House Tragedy? 
From the Covington, Ga., Star. 

The unknown man, who was killed at Stone 
Mountain some three weeks ago, is now 
thought tohave been named Neal Thomas. 
He is also thought by some to have been the 
perpetrator of the Pitts house tragedy in Cov- 
ington. He and Reviere, the man who is now 
in jail at Decatur charged with his murder, 
are both known to have been at the Pitts 
house, in Covington, in company with 
Thomas and Cohen, about two weeks before 
the Pitts house tragedy occurred. This fact 
seems to be proof that the four men were 
friends, and the murdered man and Reviere 
must have known the habits and character of 
Thomas and Cohen, and kdew they were in 
the habit of carrying large sams of money 
upon their persons when they were traveling 
about the country. 

While it is true that neither the murdered 
man or Reviere, are positively known to have 
been here on ,the night of the Pitts house 
tragedy siill it is quite possible for the mur- 
dered man to have been here on that fatal 
night, without attracting the special notice of 
any one, although he was a stranger here, 

A. D. Reviere, who is now in jail at Decatur 
is known to have been at the Pitts house only 
three or four days before the murder of 
Thomas, when he “‘skipped’’ his board bill. 
It is not deiinitely known, however, whether 
the murdered man at Stone Mountain was 
with him on that occasion or not. 

Both the murdered man and Leviere were in 
Covington, during the last week of our super- 
ior court, and appeared to be deeply interested 
in the triai of Mr. Charlie Echols. Were they 
anxious he should be convicted ? Who knows? 
Their presence here during the trial was at 
least significant of that fact. 

It may never be definitely known who 
killed Thomas and assaulted Cohen, as the 
lips of the perpetrator may now be forever 
closed in death: but the man who is charged 
wsth his murder may possibly know who did 
that fearful deed.

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The Negro Problem. 

The Chicago Herald has taken up the 
negro question and proposes to solve it ina 
rough-and-tumble way that ig truly char- 
acteristigof the Chicaco editor. 

And yet, when you come to consider it, 
the rough-and-tumble way isthe best.. The 
negro problem is a rough-and-tumble ques- 
tion, and its solution must-correspoud to the 
common sense methods of Americans. These 
methods are just methods, but they must 
prevail. 

There is one error the Herald makes, and 
thatis in saying thatthe negroes are in % 
majority in Georgia.. This, however, is an 
unimportant error. <All that the Herald 
says is true, and here is a slice from its re- 
marks: 

The fanatical attitude of the Chandlers and 
Biairs of New England is especially unhappy, - ow 
cause the southerner is kind to the negro, while 
New Englauder is not. Charles Sumuer said to ows 
black beggar: “Goaway! I deal with your affair 
more broadly.” So does Blair. He wants no negro 
at hisown table. It is at the southerner’s table the 
negro should sit. No colored manin New Orleans 
is despised and rejected as is the black youth of good 
education who sets outin life at Chicago, as the 
Herald has often categorically.shown. 

The southerners, adjusted to an enervating 
climate, deai leniently with a tropical race of men. 
The omissions and commissions of the negro pass 
lightly on a planter’'s mind, The foul crimes are 
punished in a manner best calculated to terrify all 
evildoers, The laziness and venial thefts which 
horrify a mortherner are discussed with charity— 
flinost with Amuse ment. 

Upon this showing, if,the soultherner look with 
dread upon the fut ure, he shou i have the warm 
co-operation of all other white men, HMeshould 
not be confronted with the ar resy of two hostile 
armies, one black and the other wie, wut black 
hating and south-hating. 

This is sensible and reasonable, but what 

follows is more to the purpose: 
* It is the belief of the Hera'd that the Interests of 
the Mississippi valley are inseparable, while the 
pretentions ofthe Atlantic const are soon to be 
questioned, Meny of the eastern states are aristo- 
cratic in their institutions, and are not governed 
-by democratic pluraiities. The administrations of 
Connecticut aud Rhode Island are continually des- 
potic—rejected at the polls and instated by the 
rotten borough legisiatures. Fur theaffiictions of 
the southerner, the west : shou ld havea kindly ear; 
for their errors, a di liberat e indulgence. The west 
should aimto simplify the nezro question. The 
east will surely strive to increase its difficulties. 

This is suggestive, indeed, and itis to be 
hoped that reasonable men in the west will 
be impressed by it. The south, in taking 
care of itself since the war, has had a very 
hard time indeed, and it is ready to consider 
any and every, frient ily y Suggs stion. 


A Novel Ww ar Aga tinst a Nuisance 

The city authorities of New York have 
begun the workof ridding the city of the 
unsightly, and in many respects, the dan- 
gerous, nuisance of having the streets of the 
metropolisstrung withanet work of clectric 
wires suspended from myriads of poles 
planted along the thoroughfares. 

They have undertaken the work in avery 
determined and decidedly novel manner, 
and the placing in the field of an army of 
axemen to clear away the poles indicates 
the resolution with which the city is pro- 
ceeding. 

The Western Union Telegraph company 
has more at.stake than any other in the re- 
sult of the undertaking, whichif successful 


will put that company to enormous expense, 


in running its Wires underground. Conse- 
quently the Western Union is kicking and 
is fighting every inch of ground to de- 
feat the movement. 

If the poles of New York city were the 
only oues involved it would probably be 
willing to comply, without protest, to the 
city’s demands, but the company recognizes 
the fact that the question of the right of 
any city to enforce the dropping of all wires 
underground is involved inthe settlement of 
the right of New York to do so, and that 
there are a hundred other cities watching 
the result in New York, ready to take simi- 
Jaraction. For this reason the Western 
Union is contesting every point to protect 
itself, 

The contest in New York which on Tues- 
day resulted in the order for a number of 
squads of axemen ‘to begin cutting down 
the poles has been a brief one. The city 
ordered that all wires within a certain sub- 
way territory be dropped. The Western 
Union mresen tocomply. ‘The city notified 
the company that unless the wires Lei ts 
were lowered red would be cut down. The 
company soucht a permanent injunction to 
prevent such action... Judge Wallace heard 
thecase and ci the temporary in- 
junction which had been granted, where- 
upon the city noted in 
our New York dispatches of yesterday, and 
had the poles cnt down.
